A comparison ot the report* of the

As the population of 
New York is more than three times as 
large as that of Boston, the proportion 
of attendance must be larger in tbe lat- 
Ur than in the former oity. New York 
has 70,321 primary pupils, and Boston 
80.898—about the proportion of popu- 
lation—but New York has only 42,273 
grammar pnpils against 27,387 m Bos- 
ton. This indicates that a larger pro- 
portion of the scholars drop out early 
in New York than in Boston. Tbe cost 
per pupil for instruction in the primary 
schools of New York is $15, aad in 
Boston 118.45; in the grammar schools 
in New York, $32, and $28.20.
